You may have 
wondered 
why 
practically all of the fighters wear

Turning a new angle to the light 
In the movement launched here for 
curbing alleged misleading real es­ 
tate advertising by radio, Superior 
Judge James L. Allen today an­ 
nounced that he believes the only 
solution of the situation lies In em­ 
powering the real estate commis­ 
sion to revoke licenses of real es­ 
tate brokers who persist in using 
shady publicity. 
Following an Interview with rep- 
4entatlves of a company selling 
id in Imperial valley, whose ra- 
advertising recently was cen­ 
sured by the Jurist, Judge Allen to­ 
day felt more strongly than ever 
about the situation, he said. 
The interview was a result of the 
refusal of Dr. John Wesley Han­ 
cock, of KWTC, to accept the land 
advertising without the approval of 
Judge Allen. At the conference the 
real estate promoters admitted that 
their land was not worth IO cents 
an acre, but declared that they 
could and would sell it. Judge Al­ 
len said. 
The property is located 
eight miles north of Niland, In the 
Chocolate mountains, and Is cover­ 
ed with rock and oactus, according 
to Judge Allen. 
Determination of the operators 
to market the land despite recent 
warnings to the effect that it Is 
worthless, prove that only drastic 
measures can bring about an Im­ 
provement in the 
situation and 
Judge Allen’s recommendation that 
licenses of 
alleged 
unscrupulous 
brokers be revoked 
Is a result of 
this situation, he said. 
Judge Allen has communicated 
with Gov. C. C. Young regarding 
the situation and today the state 
executive had 
broadcast 
an an­ 
nouncement to the effect that the 
state would not tolerate fraudulent 
misrepresentation 
of 
land 
sold. 
When the person selling the land 
represents that it will be a fertile 
spot when Boulder dam is complet­ 
ed, the state is going to have some­ 
thing to say about it all, the gov­ 
ernor indicated. 
He stated in a recent council 
meeting that he has been inform­ 
ed that 6600 deeds have been re­ 
corded in Imperial Valley since the 
boom began. The situation Is being 
carefully watched by him, he said.

CONSTRUCTIVE CRITICISM 


Keyes, Getzoff. and Rosenberg have been found 
guilty of conspiracy to defeat justice by giving and 
accepting bribes. 
The jury seemed to be in no 
doubt, and it required only a little time to reach 
a verdict. 
No technicality of the law has as yet 
intervened to prevent substantial justice. 
The crime for the commission of which these 
three stand convicted, is most despicable and dan 


Criticism to be constructive must be not only 
correct in substance but proper in the manner in 
which it is given. 
Much of life s illusion would 
disappear if we but knew the other fellow. 
Much 
time could be saved if, when we want to know 
something or have something done, we would go 
DIRECTLY to the person or group of persons in 
charge to find out first-hand what the trouble is. 
This applies as well in the case of public officials 
and bodies as it does in cases between individuals.

In most crimes the iniury is confined 
within narrow bounds so far as the numbers of 
victims are concerned. 
But when a man, placed 
by the votes of the people in a place of power 
and trust to stand between their peace and safety 
and the whole criminal population preying on them, 
deliberately plans and conspires to ally himself 
with the criminals, and to sell public justice, he 
is doing infinitely more harm than any one crim­ 
inal in private life. 
Asa Keyes has been convicted of giving aid 
and comfort and a sense of security to all crim­ 
inals in Los Angeles county. 
If he could be bought 
in one case, could he not be bought in other 
cases? 
A part of the great wall of the administration 
of justice gave way, and the business, social, and 
political life of the community was in danger of 
being overwhelmed by the great flood of the pow­ 
ers that prey. 
Getzoff and Rosenberg were merely the emis­ 
saries of the negotiations. 
Guilty? 
Yet, but they 
were fighting for their liberty and have the excuse 
of self-preservation. 
Keyes has none of this. 
His 
was a purely venal crime. 
For a few paltry dol­ 
lars and convenience or luxuries he sells out those 
who trusted him. 
He put into the scale a little 
better economic life for himself and balanced it 
with the confidence of the community, his own 
liberty, the respect of all men, the humiliation of 
his wife and daughters, and the sting of his own 
conscience. 
Is it worth it? 


facts, it is mildly discourteous, to say the least, 
to fail to go to the heart of a matter about which 
the source of responsibility is clear. 
And if one 
will place himself in the position of those whom 
he criticizes he will find that any particular ques­ 
tion could be settled with greater dispatch if direct 
avenues of complaint were followed. 
Moral fear, coupled with lack of due considera­ 
tion, either lets loose a slip of the tongue ‘‘be­ 
hind one’s back” or keeps one silent when he 
should speak. 
Neither attitude is strictly ethical 
even if lawful. 
Officials are placed in office for 
the purpose of dealing immediately with problems 
and people. 
No citizen should have the least hes­ 
itancy in examining any public record or docu­ 
ment, or in seeking information concerning public 
affairs at will, and with reasonable consideration 
for those he interviews. 
Most public officials not only welcome the op­ 
portunity to render service but actually invite con­ 
structive criticism. 
But they want the complaints 
to come directly to them, and not through chan­ 
nels likely to injure their ability to give the proper 
response.

The fame of some men increases with the years. 
The fame 
af others dwindles as the years go by. 
Fame is said to be the shadow th at a man’s work casts, but 
with some this shadow increases and with ethers it diminishes. 
All of us long for fame, but w hether our fame will be lasting 
>r not 
depends a good 
deal upon our personality, upon the natuie 
of our 
work, our genius and our luck. 
An engineer looking from his cab window sees the track narrow 
in the distance ahead. 
A man on the observation car of a passenger train, or In the 
caboose of a freight, looks hack and sees the track, narrow in the 
past, widening out In the present. 
The two views represent the two fates of reputations. 
In 
their own day some men have a wide reputation, but 
it 
narrows as time 
goes 
by. 
Others have a narrow recognition in 
their lifetime, but their fame grows with the passing years. 
One is engineer-point-of-view fame, the other caboose-polnt- 
of-view fame. 
When Abraham Lincoln went to W ashington he was carica­ 
tured as a buffoon, called "The Illinois Ape,” Jeered at because 
he wore black kid gloves a t an opera. 
Even at the end of his life the tracks of Lincoln’s fame were 
only beginning to widen. 
Yet in the fifty years th at have passed since his death an 
average of one hundred books a year (5,000 in all) have been 
w ritten about this remarkable man. 
His fame has extended with 
every passing year. 
During the lifetime of John Milton there was another English 
poet who was considered much his superior. 
Yet time has nar­ 
rowed his reputation until only the scholars know much about 
him. 
The same yeara have widened the reputation of the author 
of "Paradise Lost.” 
Men themselves are often fooled about which of their produc­ 
tions the future will see from the caboose point of view. 
The biography of Frohman, the theatrical manager, tells of 
a proposition Jam es M. Barrie once made. 
He told Frohman that he had a play he wanted produced 
although he knew it would never mak® money.

T W E N T Y Y E A R S HENCE 
In a recent Interview, Alex R. 
H erron, state director of finance, 
gives som e very timely and inter­ 
esting figures and estim ates rela­ 
tive to the growth of this state 
during the next two decades, as 
indicated by the rate of growth 
throughout the state during the 
past tw enty years. 
Incidentally it may be said that 
Mr. H erron is perhaps as well or 
even better qualified to prepare an 
estim ate of this kind as any resi­ 
dent of California. 
He has all the 
needed information and his esti­ 
m ates of the probable growth of 
the ensuing twenty years may be 
accepted as much more than mere 
guess. 
Mr. H erron’s estimate, as has 
been said, is based upon the in ­ 
crease in 
population during the 
past tw enty years. 
It indicates 
th at the population of California 
will be 5,363,000 by the middle of 
the current year, 7,639,000 in 1937, 
and 11,886,000 in 1947. 
The esti­ 
mated population for 1927 is given 
as 4,910,000, which he thinks is 
low. 
He is frank to state that, in all 
hum an probability the greater part 
of the increase will take place in 
Southern California. Northern Cali­ 
fornia is gaining rapidly in popu­ 
lation, but it will be at least twen­ 
ty years before it achieves th® 
same ratio of growth that South­ 
ern California has. 
The figures 
indicate that the rate of growth 
in California during the next two 
decades will be twice as great as 
in any other part of the United 
States. 
If the w'ork now planned by the 
people of Southern California, in 
the 
way 
of water conservation, 
and adding to the present supply, 
is successfully carried out. South­ 
ern California will “come through” 
with her part of the program, nev­ 
er fear.

was a sinner bathing tho feet of 
Jesus and drying them with the 
hairs of her head Is one 
tiiat 
touches the very heart of this gos­ 
pel of love and of repentance. The 
stern Pharisee, Simon, even though 
he was large-spirited enough to 
invite Jesus as his guest, could not 
quite understand so beautifully hu­ 
man a manifestation of grace, and 
its response. But It Is only as one 
does come to such understanding 
that he becomes truly Christian. 
Paul and Peter in th^lr preach­ 
ing in the early church both em­ 
phasized this deep fact of repent­ 
ance as the gateway to the Chris­ 
tian life. 
It was the goodness of 
God that led men to repentance. 


Forgiveness 


Forgiveness, as we have indi­ 
cated, is the divine and human 
counterpart of repentance. 
It im­ 
plies that there is something to 
repent of and something to for­ 
give. 
It is well that In our lesson we 
have the ultimate truth concerning 
sin, 
repentance, 
and 
forgiveness 
presented in the symbolism of the 
great parable of the prodigal eon. 
It is worth while to remember that 
Jesus chose this story of human 
fatherhood to present the greatest 
message concerning God. 
Where could there be a truer 
witness of the divine indwelling in 
man than in this use of human 
agency 
to 
portray 
the 
highest 
tfruth? Alongside that familiar par­ 
able may we not place, also, the 
great passage in the Lord's Prayer 
in which Jesus has similarly link­ 
ed forever the law of God’s for­ 
giveness and the highest law for 
man’s life in relation to his fellow­ 
man? 
Did he not teach us to pray, 
"Forgive us our debts as we for­ 
give our debtors?” 
Thereby re­ 
minding us that as we appeal to 
God for forgiveness we are our­ 
selves making the law by which 
we would be Judged, that we in­ 
voke the law that we apply in 
our own lives. 
How many of us come to God In 
that spirit? 
Is it not true that 
more often we expect some marvel 
of forgiveness from God entirely 
different from any forgiveness that 
we are willing to accord those who 
have wronged us?

OULD’S doing very nicely this time, Dr. Her­ 
rick,” UTI n serious, lean-faced young man. 
"Good thick growth; we’ll get a very decent 
yield wit of it. ’ 
"Fine, Dr. Mav. Fine I" smiles his^ chief, 
peeping over die rims of a rack of wide, flat trays. 
"Don’t think 
you ve ever had better mould than this.’’ 
This colloquy is not between a pair of lunatics taking a mis­ 
chievous delight in setting things out to spoil. 
It might take place 
any day in the cluttered interior of a business-like, chemical-factory- 
looking sort of building on die U. S. Department of Agriculture 
xrimental farm at Arlington, Va., just across the Potomac from 
ashington. 
The speakers are Dr. Orville E. May and Dr. Horace T. Her­ 
rick, chemists of the Color and Farm Waste Laboratory, who have 
found out a new way by which money can be made from moulds, 
and are passing their secrets along for the benefit of industrial chem­ 
ists and the public generally. 
Moulds have for ages been the 
sign of decay, of spoilage, of useless­ 
ness. 
When a piece of bread, a jar 
of preserves, an apple or orange, a 
neglected old shoe or glove, has shown 
the tell-tale cottony white threads, 
variegated with patches of dusty 
black or blue-green, it has meant 
only that the mouldy object was ready 
for the garbage-can or trash-heap. 
Money in moulds? 
Only for the 
merchant who sells new things to re­ 
place the mouldy ones I 
Y 


E T here are a pair of serious, 
well-trained chemists, 
getting 
their 
government 
pay-checks 
every month, who are day by day 
feeding good "grape sugar," or glu­ 
cose by the hundredweight to these 
same pesky organisms, coddling and 
fostering their growth, giving them 
special apparatus for their accommo­ 
dation, tenderly studying their wants 
as to temperature, 
water supply, 
mineral nutrients and so on— making 
a pet of a mould. And at the end milking that same pest turned 
into a pet for a valuable chemical. 
They feed their mould glucose that is worth, perhaps, five 
cents a pound wholesale. 
The chemical they get— gluconic 
acid— is worth 35 cents a pound, and before they started their 
work and showed how to get it out of mouldy glucose-water, 
it cost $100 a pound! 
That is what you can do if you treat 
moulds right. 
But of course you must first have the right mould to treat 
right. That is the key to die whole business. 
It was not just a 
matter of going out and stopping the first mould they came to 
and asking it to make gluconic acid out of five-cent glucose, and 
to do it at a reduction unheard of even in post-holiday sales— 
$100 marked down to 35 cents. 
So far as now known, there are only two strains of moulds in 
die whole world that can do that. 
One is 
the "Penicilium" mould American chemists 
are using, the other is being experimented 
with in Germany. 
Having finally got the name and ad­ 
dress of the one acid-making mould that 
would do the job they wanted done, the two 
Arlington chemists then solicitously inquired 
what working conditions would suit it best. 
First, what temperature did it want? 
They put flasks of glucose solution with 
mould growing on it into incubators at vari­ 
ous temperatures from 68 to 95 degrees 
Fahrenheit. 
The mould grew fastest and 
produced most acid at about 75 degrees. 
At the lower temperatures it did not grow 
very well; at the highest it looked weak and 
anaemic, and at last sank in the solution of 
its own weight, and so drowned. 
Then they asked the mould how much 
glucose it wanted to work on. 
They put 
in various flasks solutions of from 10 to 40 
per cent, going up by five per cent jumps. 
Here again the fungus chose the middle ground, growing best 
and giving the highest acid yield on the 25 per cent solution. 
Finally, they tested out die half-dozen mineral elements 
•very living plant has to have, and found out what concentra­ 
tions of these would make the moulds do the best work. 
I 


N these researches a double object had to be kept in mind. 
For first you have to get your mould, and then you have to 
put it to work. 
When a mould is "planted" in a solution 


of glucose, you don t sec any difference at all at first. 
A 
bit of 


d i e mo«dd t h r e a d s , so trny as to be simply lost on the surface of 
fluid, is all that it starts with. 


From this the growth is so rapid that in a few days the whole 


surface of the solution is covered with a continuous sheet of

mould, and only after it has reached its most vigorous growth 
does the production of acid go on at highest speed. 
Since the mould has to use up some of the glucose in building 
its own body and therefore can not use it in making acid, Dr. 
May tried using well-grown growths of it several times, drain­ 
ing off the acid-charged solution and then flowing in fresh 
sterile glucose-water underneath the mould sheet. 
The fungus 
would float up again and immediately begin making acid as fast 
as ever. 
The same sheet of mould can be used over again 
several times in this way. 
Having got the moulds to answer all these questions under 
laboratory conditions, with their cultures living cloistered lives in 
large, bacteriologically pure glass flasks, Dr. Herrick and Dr. 
May proceeded to get the process on a more practical basis. 
It would not, in die present instance, be commercially profit­ 
able to raise moulds for acid in glass flasks. 
Too much costly human labor would be 
involved in filling and emptying them. The 
logical dung to do is to pour your glucose 
solution into wide, shallow pans and let 
your moulds spread themselves on the sur­ 
face. 
Build racks so that the pans can be set 
one above the other, and enclose the racks 
in sheet-metal boxes to keep out as much 
dirt and contamination as possible. Arrange 
pipes to drain off the acid solution, and 
other pipes to run in fresh glucose-water. 
In short, set up a small factory unit

in his "batch” of beer.

O it was done. 
And here the experi­ 
menters hit their problems. 
Wide 
metal trays are cheap and easy to get. 
But gluconic acid attacks and corrodes all 
common metals, ruining both the pans and 
itself. 
A manufacturer of enamel ware 
undertook to build an acid-proof pan, and 
succeeded. 
But it cost as much as a bath­ 
tub; so that would not do. 
Also, it was found that in order to prevent the solution from 
sloshing and slopping around in the wide pens they had to be 
criss-crossed with low partitions. 
So a built-up pan was neces­ 
sary. 
Dr. May tried first to build one out of sheet bakelite. 
He made a good pan, but again it was too expensive and also 
too heavy. 
The problem was solved when it was found that one of the 
new brushing lacquers made of cellulose, similar to the stuff 
used on automobile bodies, was highly resistant to the action of 
the acid. 
So it was possible to use economically-made metal 
trays, painted with this acid-proof lacquer. 
But having got their acid, the chemists were confronted with 
a further problem. 
Hitherto gluconic acid has been offered at 


so high a price— when it has been on the market at all— that 
nobody has troubled to find any uses for it. 
So now that they 
have shown how it can be produced at a reasonable figure, they 
are turning to the question of finding uses for it. 
One dyestuff firm, Dr. Herrick says, states that they can use 
considerable quantities of it if a steady supply can be assured; 
but they make more or lass of a trade secret of what this use is. 
The chemists at Arlington, however, have found another pos­ 
sible use which is not kept secret. Calcium, one of the two most 
important ingredients of our bones, naturally figures rather 
largely in medicine. 
But the compounds in which it is now on 
the market make it exceedingly nasty to take. 
Combined with 
gluconic acid, however, it can be put up as a pure white powder 
without any taste whatever. 
There is work in the drug busi­ 
ness for a good many mould "farms,’’ pending the discovery of 
other occupations for the fungus. 


LU CO N IC acid manufacturing is the 
second 
modern 
business 
which 
moulds have invaded in this country. 
The first mould-acid venture is already a 
commercial success, at least one factory in 
New York being now on die tons-per-day 
basis with it. 
This factory makes citric acid, which is 
the acid of lemons and other citrus fruits, 
and competes with the original citric acid 
business of California, which extracts the 
product from fruits rejected as unfit for 
packing in the orchard region. 
Paradoxically enough, the mould that 
makes citric acid belongs to the same group 
as the ^ green moulds’* that spoils many 
lemons in shipment and storage. 
Citric 
acid is widely used in industry and medi­ 
cine. 
It forms the basis of lemon extract 
used in flavoring. And no big-league base­ 
ball game can be successfully run without it. 
for citric acid is indispensable in the manu­ 
facture of pop. 
But the manufacture of gluconic and citric acids with the aid 


of fungi is only a modern manifestation of a very ancient craft, 
which, like many another handiwork of man that dates bade to 
times older than mitiwy, has been carried on in total uncon­ 
sciousness of the scientific secret underlying the process. 


Man has been a fungus-uaer from time immemorial, in many

than he has been making written history; both are 
yeast products. 
Noah’s disastrous adventure with some wild 
yeasts is well known; and die elaborate "purging 
of the old leaven" practiced by the Jews at Pass­ 
over is simply a precaution needed to keep the 
household culture of yeast pure and uncontami­ 
nated, backed by the force of religious authority. 
Bacteria are not so closely related to the moulds 
as are the yeasts, but they are still regarded as 
members of the fungal consulship. Bacteria have to act on cream 
before it can be made 
into butter, and bacteria-treated milk. 
under a variety of trade names, is now a widely used health 
food. 
Some cheeses are made by die action of bacteria on milk 
solids. Sauerkraut, another ancient food now coming to be re­ 
garded as "good for you," is simply shredded cabbage that has 
undergone bacterial fermentation. This fermentation, that makes 
such a delightful dish for those who like it, takes place in a 
brine made of salt and the juice of the cabbage. 
The industries depending on moulds, yeasts, bacteria and 
other forms of minute plant and animal life are now just on the 
threshold of passing from the old, rule-of-thumb, empirical 
methods of the ages to the new, exactly controlled, scientific 
methods of the future. 
Making citric and gluconic acids with the help of moulds, 
controling the fungous flora of food factories and dairies, manipu­ 
lating the growth of yeast in bakeries, are only pioneering steps. 
The time is coming when these microscopic fungi will be grown 
not for their by-products but for themselves, when yeast by the 
ton will be cattle feed or perhaps even human food, and when 
the cellulosic bodies of now despised moulds will perhaps be 
moulded into "art ivory," or dissolved and spun into rayon, or 
made into glistening lacquers for motor cars. 
The possibilities 
of micro-agriculture are just beginning to open. 
T 


H E history of the search for the mould that knows how to 
make gluconic acid is condensed into its jaw-breaking 
botanical name— cryptically, but to die initiated no less 
intelligibly. 
The acid-maker is called Penicilium luteum pur* 
purogenum Tar. rubrisclerotium Thorn, No. 2670. That means, 
first, that it belongs to the genus Penicilium. 
Now the Latin word penicilium is the same as die English 
word "pencil"; only it means a brush— artists and sign-painters 
call their smaller brushes pencils sometimes. 
The Romans, you see, used sharpened reeds or mall brushet 
when they wrote on parchment or papyrus, just as the Chinaman 
does now when he writes a washes-checkee. 
But even so, why should a mould be called a brush? 
The 


nearest it comes to looking like a brush 
is its occasional resemblance to a wad of 
cotton. 
But put under a microscope a 


tiny pinch of this Penicilium that has be­ 
gun to look a bit greenish and take a look 
at it 
You will see hundreds of little things 
that look like somewhat frayed-out brushes, 
with tiny glistening beads strung on the 
bristles in long chains. 
These are the 
spores, which serve these microscopic plants 
as seeds serve the larger plants of the more 
familiar world visible to the naked eye. 
Luteum is quickly explained. . The word 
means "yellow,” and this particular mould 
frequently assumes a yellowish cast of color. 
The purpurogenum part of the name 
means "purple-maker." 
You may have 
noticed, sometimes, that mouldy growths 
often have a little ooze of purple fluid 
around them, even though tbs material they 
are making mouldy is colorless itself. 
This particular one of the many species 
of Penicilium has the power to make a 
purple dye, and that is why it got that 
name. 
The next piece of the name, “ var. rubrisclerotium Thorn,” 
means that one particular variety of this yellowish purple-making 
mould sometimes forms haid little lumps that are colored red, 
and that the man who first noticed this was Dr. Charles Thorn, 
of the (J. S. Department of Agriculture. 


Finally, the number 2670 means that Dr. Herrick and Dr. 
May chose for their add-maldng experiment a sample out of 
culture-bottle number 2670 of Dr. Thom's stosk of his pet 
particular variety of this mould species. 
All this history is 
boiled down into that one tongue-twisting name that is daily 
becoming more impotent among die moulds known to science.

T his is absolutely unnecessary, and would be 
fatal in many cases. 
“ I will tell you quite bluntly the four qualities 
which, in conjunction with ever such a little pres­ 
tige derived from beauty, fame, wealth, or other 
assets, will make most men notice you— always 
assuming, naturally, that your type is in the least 
degree congenial to them. 
“ T hey are poise of manner, light-heartedness, 
neatness of apparel, and a talent for flattery. 
“ Y our poise, of course, must be evident in 
freedom from embarrassed self-consciousness, and 
freedom as well from arrogance or clamor­ 
ousness. D on’t laugh with too much aban­ 
don, for instance, throwing yourself into 
ungainly attitudes, as many women do. 
“ D on’t become vehement and heated in 
discussion, for if he sees you taking any 
subject very seriously, he will conclude that 
you have thought deeply upon it, and until 
you have gained some hold, it is better not 
to show any depth. Y ou should be able to 
sit and stand in perfect repose, you should 
also be able to grow lively without growing 
obstreperous. 
“ A s to light-heartedness, you must ap- 
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knowledge of the art of captivation, but to keep 
alive and warm the desire she has created, she 
must have a technique— a technique which is 
usually the result of numerous and varied ex­ 
periences. 
“ You must, of course, have the subjects to 
practice upon, just as you must have a violin if 
you want to become a violinist. But there is no 
great difficulty here, since each subject may be 
made the stepping-stone to another as you grow 
in skill, until you are expert enough to choose and 
deserve the ultimate subject beyond whom you 
will not want to go. 
“ Gathering skill 
and 
self-confidence 
and 
suitors as you proceed, you will have made your­ 


self so irresistible at 
last that when you 
d i s c o ver the man 
really worthy of per­ 
manent attachm ent, 
you may win him 
with facility and ele­ 
gance, 
and 
secure 
him forever without 
moment’s appre­ 
hension. 
“In the first place, 
when you find your­

that'you do not turn your back upon old friends 
and interests in a manner you will afterwards 
regret Never will they be more useful to you 
than now, when you will need all the diversions 
at your command to prevent your mind from 
fixing too firmly on one object.

pear, if not positively cheerful, at least 
free from any hint of grief or dejection.

“ T h e vast majority of men, however good 
their natural taste may be, know nothing more of 
women’s dress than that it is flimsy and expensive, 
and that the less it resembles their own the more 
they like it. 
“ N o doubt when you wish to kindle adm ira­ 
tion, you are in the habit of taking unlimited 
trouble and spending all that you can spare, in 
order to appear in as many different dresses— with 
their accompanying shoes, hats, and so forth— 
as can be managed. 
If only I could make you 
really grasp the fact that at least half of this 
expense and effort is utterly wasted— that by far 
the greatest number of males are simply not ob­ 
servant enough about women’s clothes to notice 
all these changes, much less to appreciate them!

"B e sure, however, that until you have won 
him you take from him only objects of luxury, 
and not those that are necessary to your existence. 
. . . It is not consistent with the state of being 
a charming elegant toy with whom he seeks dis­ 
traction from worries, that you should have wor­ 
ries of your own, excepting those very little ones 
that provoke a smile rather than sympathy.” 
“ W hen you part from a man. you should near­ 
ly always leave to him the matter of proposing 
your next meeting. 
I am not warning you now 
against angry partings. 
An angry atmosphere is 
one thing, an unpleasant atmosphere is another. 
“ It is sometimes not a bad policy to let him co 
aw ay in a temper, or to be in a temper yourself. 
A love affair made of sugar throughout would 
soon cloy. 
“ A flirtation should be a kind of a serial 
story. 
Each installment should break oft at a 
promising juncture, 
leaving a man wondering 
whether the next will finish his suspense or merely 
increase it. 


44 A L L through a love affair you are in dan- 
ger of believing what the avenge man 
tells you about his taste in women, and 
modeling yourself upon it, when it is really the 
reverse of what he feels. 
Because he thinks he

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N O T H E R great advantage of being a 
debutante— even though little attention is 
social light— is the ease with which the man problem is 
solved. A number of scions of wealthy eastern families have 
come west to make their way and of course they are welcomed, 
not only as dancing partners for the young belles but also as 
prospective husbands. 
Then, too, the social regulations which govern the "four 
hundred" are freer than they are in many other places. Conse­ 
quently the bars are down to young men who would be barred 
from the social circles of some cities. 
Any upright young man who comes from a good family, re­ 
gardless of its financial standing, is considered a fit companion 
for the daughters of the social elite. A nd these heiresses-to-be 
often have preferred these poorer men to the youths oi their 
own set when it came time to take their marriage vows. 
Such recognition being given to the work-a-day men is, no 
doubt, due partly to the fact that many of the men now listed 
in the social blue book were penniless when they first struck 
Los Angeles. 
Men who, by hard work and some luck, have 
amassed sizable fortunes. 
You do not have to be born into 
Los Angeles society. 
In fact, few persons are born into any­ 
thing in this city— they all come here from some other place. 
The social register is always open to the person who deserves 
a place and has the proper financial standing— unless that per­ 
son be in the motion picture industry. 
There was a great furor aroused in Los Angeles a few years 
ago when the editor of the "blue book” announced that she 
would exclude the names of all film people. The screen folk 
themselves, having never mingled much in society principally be­ 
cause they preferred their own crowd, were not greatly worried 
about the edict.

A modest, retiring and shy 
little fellow has been commanded to 
get hard, make his face mean and 
drive some hustle into a champion ball club. 
If anyone thinks that Bill Southworth is not 
the nicest little fellow in the big leagues, ask 
anyone who knows him. 
If anyone doubts that 
his new job as manager of the S t Louis Cardi­ 
nals is not the toughest job in baseball, consult 
the records. 
The records show that Rogers Hornsby in 
1926 took a St. Louis ball club that never had 
won a National League pennant and not only 
won the pennant but knocked off the powerful 
New York Yankees in the world series and be­ 
came world’s champions. 
Hornsby was fired for it. 
Bob O ’Farrell succeeded Hornsby in 1927 
and after suffering a succession of bad breaks 
that would ruin an ordinary ball club, he finished 
in second place, one and a half games behind 
the Pittsburgh Pirates. 
O ’Farrell was fired for it. 
Bill McKechnie, fired from the Pittsburgh 
Pirates after winning a pennant with them, suc­ 
ceeded O ’Farrell in 1928 and won the pennant. 
His club was defeated by the Yankees in the 
series in four straight games and— 
McKechnie was fired for it. 
A 


N D now comes little Billy Southworth to 
take a shot at the hardest job in the pro­ 
fession— or, perhaps, any other profession. 
W ith only one year’s experience as a manager 
— and that with the Rochester International 
League champions— he will have to win the 1929 
pennant and the 1929 world series to do better 
than his predecessor. 
And if he does deliver 
that super-man assignment he may not be spared 
when Sam Breadon, the St. Louis owner, whets 
up his knife for the fall harvest. 
The St. Louis club apparently demands more 
of the manager than a pennant. 
H e must have 
personality and all the fiery attributes hung on 
the warriors in the fables. 
McKechnie was 
fired, his employers said, because he was too 
quiet. 
H e didn’t drive the players hard 
enough. 
H e drove them enough to win the pennant 
in one of the hottest races in the league’s his­ 
tory, but he didn’t drive them enough to strike 
out Babe Ruth and Lou Gehrig every time 
they came up in the series. 
And in the place of the quiet, tranquil 
McKechnie they got perhaps the least boister­ 
ous young man in baseball. For a hard driver 
of a ball club with a couple of hard eggs on 
it, they got a mild-mannered, nice little fellow 
who coudn’t look hard if Lon Chaney 
made him up. 
Billy Southworth is this kind of fel- 
low. 
He has lived in Columbus, Ohio, 
for years, but even his neighbors do not 
know him well. 
Harry Keys, car- 
toonist on the Columbus Citizen and a 
man who knows everybody in Colum- 
bus, lives near Southworth in one of 
die nicest residential sections of Columbus. 
But he doesn’t know him. 
"W e all know Billy, his boy— a great 
kid, but we don’t know his father. 
H e’s 
very quiet and we don’t see much of him," 
Keys says. 
C 


O L U M B U S is proud of her prominent 
sons and daughters— Eddie Ricken- 
backer, Elsie Jams, Carl Randall, 
J 
Bernard Granville and Hank Gowdy— but

a lot of Columbus people didn’t know that

Billy Southworth belonged to the list of

favorites until the papers carried the notice

When H ank Gowdy was sent back to 
his old love, the Boston Braves, the Colum­ 
bus papers gave it a lot of space, much more 
than was devoted to the promotion of Billy 
Southworth.

"W e didn’t have any pie- 
tures of Southworth when the

a week later,” a Columbus 
sport editor explained. 
"Billy 
Bill Southworth Sr. 
is kind of a peculiar fellow. 
H e’s the swellest little fellow 
you ever could meet but you can never find him. 
H e never comes around and when you make a 
date with him he never keeps it. 
It isn’t that 
he’s high h a t 
It’s either that he’s terribly for­ 
getful or too blooming modest to come around." 
It seems drat a faulty memory is one of M an­ 
ager Southworth’* chief characteristics. H e demon­ 
strated it on me.

“ I was surprised to see in the papers that I 
was supposed to have been a hard disciplinarian 
in Rochester. 
I didn’t have any trouble there. 
There weren’t any bad men on the club and 
there aren’t any bad men in St. Louis.

Southworth did a hitch under John McGraw 
and he knows plenty about the hard-boiled driv­ 
ing methods of the old days.

and that the extremity of the roughneck type of 
driving destroys spirit. 
H e knows that you can’t 
fool men who are old-timers at the game. 
“ M r. Breadon didn’t say anything to me 
about getting hard when he gave me the job," 
Southworth says. 
"A nd I certainly didn’t de­ 
cide that I would get hard on my own. 
You 
don’t have to be tough in baseball. 
If there 
are any players who won’t work for you, a beat­ 
ing won t make them work. 
"I figure that the players are all like myself. 
They’re up there because they are holding the

Gluck’a 
father died, and the lad was forced 
out into the world, upon hie own 
resources. 
He now knew hard* 
ships common to the lot of the 
Itinerant 
musician, an 
Irregular, 
scanty living marked 
by disap­ 
pointment, but he wa* determined 
upon a musical 
career 
despite 
every mischance. 
Going to Vienna at 21, Gluck 
had a stroke of good fortune. 
He 
happened 
to 
s e c u r e 
wealthy 
friends, through whose Influence 
he received aid. 
He secured the j 
patronage 
of 
Prince Melti, of 
Viennese nobility, who sent him to 
Milan, 
Italy, 
where he studied 
composition 
with 
Sammartlnl, 
a 
noter authority In theory of music. 
Gluck's first operatic composi­ 
tions were now produced in thea­ 
ters of Milan, Venice and Turin. 
Italy, meeting with much public 
approval, resulting in his appoint­ 
ment as composer-in-chief a t the 
King's theater, in London. 
Since political affairs in England 
at that time were very unfavor­ 
able. and people were in a poor 
mood to take Interest in music, 
Gluck’s work here met with un­ 
favorable criticism. 
He returned 
to Vienna, spending a period of 
retirement In intensive study of 
the relation

and 
the 
drama, feeling the need of reform 
and change In his work. 
After 
a brief period in Italy, he wrote 
his first opera in his reformed 
style, "Orfeus and Eurydice." first 
performed in Vienna in 1762, In­ 
stantly a tremendous sensation. 
“Alcoate" followed several years

later, similar in 
style, to 
“O rph­ 
eus,** the composer having now 
broken away from the prevailing 
florid, ornam ental style of musical 
composition, 
aim ing 
to 
express 
his thoughts w ith simple dignity 
and emotional truth. 
W ell-liked 
by the pubUc, the critics naturally 
did not leave the new work un­ 
scathed. 
In 
1771, Gluck, now fifty-nine 
rear* old. w ent to Paris, where 
the m ost im portant phase of his 
life w as yet to be lived. 
Through 
influence of Marie Antoinette, his 
form er pupil, then dauphin©#! of 
Prance, he rapidly roee to prom­ 
inence. 
His "Iphlgenia In Aulis,” first 
performed this same year, wa* a 
great 
triumph. 
Rearranged 
for 
the French stagey “Orpheus and 
Eurydice” was also presented, a 
great financial success. 
"Armida” which Gluck himself 
prized greatly, was next present­ 
ed, 
but 
musical 
controversy 
In 
Paris was then raging: Piecing an 
Italian 
composer, 
was 
in 
favor, 
and his rivalry with Gluck caused 
considerable 
friction, 
until pro­ 
duction of Gluck's great m aster­ 
piece, 
“Iphigenla 
In 
T suris" 
In 
1779, Gluck a t this time Ck years 
old. 
Effort and strain resulting In 
an apoplectic 
stroke, now 
forced 
Gluck's retirem ent from active life. 
The composer had acquired quite 
a fortune, so w as able to spend his 
last days in com fort, living quiet­ 
ly in Vienna, his death occurring 
Nev. 15, 1787. 
Throughout 
his 
career, 
Gluck 
constantly strove toward hi* idea, 
to blend 
perfectly 
lyrical and 
dram atic elem ents 
necessary 
for 
well-balanced 
operatic 
composi­ 
tion, the form in which he found 
best expression of his talent. His 
work is m ore hum an, mors touched 
by emotion th an th a t of his pre­

Busan B. Anthony by R heta Childe 
Dorr, published by 
Frederick 
A, 
Stokes Company. 
R heta Childe Dorr dedicates this 
wonderful book on Susan B. Anth 
ony to her granddaughter "th at she 
may know something of her herit­ 
age.” It is for that reason, too, that 
it should be read by every woman 
capable of appreciating one of the 
greatest, finest, m ost difficult and 
m ost worth while struggles and the 
heroism of this woman who fought 
for sixty long years to break the 
bonds of women. 
T he importance of the 
struggle 
cannot be realized unless oh# inves­ 
tigates the conditions of women as 
late as the nineteenth century, ‘An 
unm arried woman rested under the 
tutelage and control of her father 
or male guardian until 
she 
was 
tw enty-one; In reality as long as 
she lived, since a spinster could not 
live alone, and if she owned any 
property she had to have m ale tru s­ 
tees. A married women lived under 
the tutelage and control of her hus­ 
band 
until 
death 
dissolved 
the 
union. She could own no property, 
real or personal, every vestige of 
her possessions, acquired or inher­ 
ited, passing to the ownership of 
h er husband with 
the 
m arriage 
ceremony. She could not m ake sep­ 
ara te contracts, witness 
a 
legal 
document, sue or be sued, claim 
w ages earned, or collect 
damages 
for Injuries to her person or her 
character. The children of a m ar­ 
riage belonged to the father alone. 
H e could give or will aw ay from 
the m other her living, and even her 
unborn children. If a wife divorced 
h er husband for any cause the cus­ 
tody of the children 
w as 
usually 
given to him. If he was notoriously 
an unfit guardian for minora it was 
custom ary to award them to his 
family. The law protected a woman 
from being beaten, except In mod­ 
eration, and with a stick no bigger 
than a m an’s thumb, the size and 
weight of the man not being speci­ 
fied. Unmarried women were 
ex­ 
cluded from earning a living except 
in a few ill-paid trades. No insti­ 
tution of higher learning, no pro­ 
fessional training was open to them. 
Skilled trades and business en ter­ 
prises also excluded women." 
U nless a woman baa 
read 
this 
book or some other treating of this 
subject she cannot realize all the 
barriers that stood in the pathway 
of the women who started to wage 
tho battle for women. They weren’t 
supposed to address the chair 
in 
mixed gatherings, a t 
tim es 
they 
found themselves silenced In m eet­ 
ings they themselves had arranged 
for. They were insulted, ridiculed, 
ignored, betrayed. Through all the 
long years of the struggle Susan B. 
Anthony was the Indefatigable, ten­ 
acious standard bearer. Eschewing 
m arriage and home comforts and 
rest she went up and 
down 
the 
land prodding her women cohorts 
to greater activity and 
"changing 
the mind of the nation" on wom­ 
en’s status. 
A rscital of experiences following 
the rejection of a m arriage reveals 
the hardships. “Stage-coaches seem 
pretty uncomfortable for a 
while 
after that. The snow drifts ars over 
the fences In many places and roads 
are so badly blocked th a t vehicles 
have to take to 
the 
ice-covered 
meadows. Susan’s feet, frost bitten 
no doubt, begin to give her serious 
trouble. She soaks them 
In 
cold 
w ater, then wraps them In woolens, 
b u t the pain merely transfers itself 
to her back. All the w ay to Malone 
she has to sit doubled over, clinging 
to the seat In front In order not to 
groan aloud. Finally determines to 
give the W ater cure.* She sends for 
a chambermaid, orders two buckets 
of ice water, and sitting In a cof­ 
fin -like tin tub, has both buckets 
poured over her aching body." 
W hen Susan first had a school 
teaching Job from which she earn­ 
ed a little money th a t didn’t have 
to be sent horns she bought a few 
lovely clothes, a bonnet, shawl and 
cloth for a lovely gown. For one 
brief season she enjoyed 
parties 
and dances and the sensation caus­ 
ed by her pretty clothes. Then she 
w as fired with a great purpose and 
w ent campaigning for women and 
ten years after we read th at 
her 
first lovely outfit is still being dyed 
and made over. 
One of the most interesting things 
in th# story is the friendship 
of 
Elizabeth Cady Stanton and Susan 
B. Anthony. It w as really a 
great 
friendship. They 
were 
both 
big 
enough to surm ount little 
differ­ 
ences and to tell each other the 
truth. One tim# Elizabeth wrote to 
Susan, "Oh, Busan, I will do every­ 
thing to help you on. You and I 
have a prospect of a good long life. 
W e shnll not bs in our prime before 
fifty, and after th a t we shall be 
good for tw enty years a t le a st” 
And they did. Today, looking back 
on Susan’s activity and period one 
can appreciate her work and 
her 
successes. Poor Susan had to take 
a long view of affairs to see many 
successes but 
because 
she 
was 
dauntless and steadfast and brave 
she was one of the most wonderful 
women that aver lived and accom­ 
plished a very great deal, without 
the recompense of success which 
she could feel if she were alive to­ 
day.

A biography of Queen Elisabeth 
doesn’t combine a t all, even by con­ 
trast with that of Susan B. Anthony 
and equally strange is the injection, 
in between the reading of the two 
of the life of Olive Schreiner which 
I missed when it came out several 
years ago and which I have been 
reading off and on for the past two 
weeks. One wonders w hether their 
shades converse and lf they do w hat 
hot discussions they m ust 
have. 
Do shades indulge in retrospection; 
do these shades tell each other w hat 
they should have done under the 
circumstances which confronted the 
other? It is silly speculation but a t 
the same tim e they were all great 
women, w ith Elizabeth’s place in 
history secured beyond those of the 
other two because of her position 
O' birth. 
Strachey in his biographies scorns 
to give credence to and indulge in 
unfounded gossip which has 
been 
the forte of Interest of many of 
Elizabeth’s biographers. Foregoing 
that easy way to sure Interest, he 
makes up for it by a unique and 
keen analysis of character which 
creates in his hooks living personal­ 
ities. This peculiar genius was even 
more evident In the biography 
of 
"Queen V ictoria” than this on* of 
"Elizabeth and Essex." 
A 
characteristic 
analysis 
is: 
“Only a woman could have shuffled 
so shamelessly, only a woman could 
have abandoned 
with 
such 
u n ­ 
scrupulous completeness 
the 
last 
shreds not only of consistency, but 
of dignity, honour, and common de­ 
cency, in order to escape the ap ­ 
palling necessity of having, 
really 
and truly, to make up her 
mind. 
Yet it is true th at a woman’s evas­ 
iveness w as not enough; male cour­ 
age, male energy were needed, lf 
she were to escape the pressure th a t 


oame upon her from 
every 
side. 
Those qualities she also possessed; 
bot their value to her—It was the 
final paradox of her career—-was 
merely th at they made her strong 
enough to turn her back, with an 
Indomitable persistence upon 
the 
ways of strength.' ’ 
Possibly the revelation of Eliza­ 
beth as a pacifist Is as interesting 
as anything else in the book. 
She 
was convinced of the folly and w asts 
of w ar and it w as in preparation for 
w ar and in w ar campaigns th at she 
proved 
herself 
m ost 
vacillating. 
"Like no other g re a t'statesm an in 
history, she w as not only by dispo­ 
sition, but in practice pacific,” says 
Strachey at one point.

In 16 Years Time 


PORTLAND, Ore., Feb. 9.—Six­ 
teen years ago an area of bare 
mountainside, cleared of Its timber 
by a succession of forest fires. 
Today the same area a thick for­ 
est of Douglas firs. 
This is the example set by the 
U. S. forest service of w hat can 
be done toward reforestation 
of 
many sim ilar areas throughout the 
country. 
This particular growth 
applies to a reclaimed tract of for­ 
est land on the lower slopes of Mt. 
Hebo, in the Siuslaw national for­ 
est, Tillamook cdunty, Oregan. 
About 75 years ago the natural 
timber of this tract was destroyed 
by fire, and a series of fires kept 
It cleaned of natural growth. Then 
the U. S. forest service took the 
tract over. 
And the hand-planted, 
artificial forest that grows there 
now is the result. 
Many of the 
trees are eight to ten Inches In 
diameter and rise to a height of 
45 feet.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—F ear has 
often been expressed th at In Irri­ 
gated regions things may In time go 
from bad to worse and th a t man 
may eventually be compelled to give 
up the fight and see his farm s re­ 
vert to the wild state in which he 
found them. 
Such 
a 
pessimistic 
view, however, apparently is not 
warranted, especially in regard to 
the Arkansas valley of Colorado. 
Soil studies recently completed in 
that valley furnish a basis for more 
nptimtfstic conclusions, according to 
A. T. Sweet, associate soil scientist 
of the bureau of chemistry and soils 
and author of circular No. 55-C, 
recently published by the 
United 
States departm ent of agriculture. 
The enormous yield of farm crops 
In the A rkansas valley of Colorado, 
which approxim ates 
an 
annual 
value of 111,000,000, could be 
in­ 
creased at least IO per cent, he says, 
by a more complete use of 
better 
lands, adjustm ent of crops to soils, 
utilization of w ater without -waste, 
control of alkali, and 
preservation 
of the soil In a high condition 
of 
tilth and state of productiveness. 
These 
specific 
recommendations 
should prove of value to farm ers of 
this area, and others with sim ilar 
characteristics of soil and climate. 


CRIMM STUDENTS 


DAVIS, Feb. 9—The annual agri­ 
cultural engineering short course, 
which this year was devoted to the 
problems of electricity in agricul­ 
ture, was one of the most success­ 
ful that has been held, according 
to Prof. B. D. Moses, who was in 
charge of the program. 
On the 
unanimous vote of those attending. 
It was decided by the division of 
the 
University 
of California 
to 
hold a sim ilar course next year. 
There were 46 persons enrolled 
in the short course this year, and 
the attendance was 92 per cent for 
the two days a t all sessions.

W ebber, director of the University 
of California 
citrus 
experiment 
station here, points out that A ri­ 
zona also Is booming the citrus 
industry, and while but 7000 acres 
have been planted. tl\ls neighbor­ 
ing state expects to have about 
25,000 or 30,000 acres within five 
years. 
Dr. W ebber has just re­ 
turned from a trip through the 
citrus belt of the south. 
"W hat will all of this extension 
m ean?” queries Dr. Webber. "Flor­ 
ida Is also in the midst of a great 
planting extension, as also are the 
gulf states with their Satsumas. 
Meanwhile 
in 
the great 
British 
empire, 
the 
empire 
m arketing 
board and l l agencies in the col­ 
onies are pushing citrus produc­ 
tion. 
In South Africa, Australia, 
Jam aica, Honduras and Palestine, 
citrus extensions are being urged. 
Certainly there will be keen, lf not 
disastrous, competition In the cit­ 
rus industry."

Texas, 
Dr. 
W ebber 
found 
plantings mainly of Marsh grape­ 
fruit, with some Duncan, Foster 
and Red-fleshed Marsh. The qual­ 
ity is excellent but the grade low

Outbreak Of Foot, 
Mouth Disease At 
Pico Controlled 


Washington, D. C. Feb. 9.—The 
prompt slaughter and burial of the 
herd of swine, near Pico, Calif., In 
which foot-and-mouth disease was 
positively diagnosed January IS, ap­ 
parently has suppressed the disease. 
No new cases of infection have been 
found. This announcement by 
the 
bureau of animal industry, U. S. de­ 
partment of agriculture, though re­ 
assuring, is accompanied by the re­ 
minder that the disease is extreme- 
y treacherous. It may be 
several 
months before there can be definite 
assurance that the eradication in 
this case Is permanent 
The disease appeared In a large 
herd of garbage-fed hogs, and al­ 
though only a small proportion of 
the animals showed symptoms of 
the malady, the entire herd 
was 
slaughtered January 19, which was 
the day after positive diagnosis was 
made. Cleaning and disinfecting op­ 
erations were begun immediately. 
“The promptness with which the 
men on the scene have handled the 
situation,” rays Dr. J. R- Motlier, 
chief of the bureau of animal In­ 
dustry, “Is

commendable

(UP)—Every peace officer In Or­ 
ange county—from the sheriff to 
the constable and motorcycle cop— 
would be affected by the "County 
Peace Officers’ Retirement Act," lf 
It is adopted by the California State 
Legislature. 
The measure, Introduced by Sen­ 
ator Charles W. Lyon and Senator 
Joseph L. Pedrottl of Los Angeles, 
^permits retirement of all county 
peace officers who deal 
directly 
with criminals, when they are dis­ 
abled in line of duty, or when they 
have served In office for 20 years 
or more. 
In order to take advantage of the 
act, however, the county board of 
supervisors must pass an ordinance 
accepting it, by a four-fifths vote. 
By this action, a "board of county 
peace officers’ retirement commis­ 
sioners” is created, to administer 
the fund. This board will consist of 
the chairman of the board of super­ 
visors, the oounty treasurer, the 
sheriff, and their successors In of­ 
fice, lf any. 
“Boards of supervisors are au­ 
thorized to levy a special tax not to 
exceed one-half cent per $100 of 
taxable property to create the fund," 
the act says. "In addition, a portion 
of each month’s salary of each peace 
officer, equal to 11-2 per cent of his 
entire salary, will go Into the fund." 
Officers who come within 
the 
meaning of the act are all sheriffs, 
under-sheriffs, chief deputy sher- 
I ills, jailers, turnkeys, deputy sher­ 
iffs. bailiffs, process servers, con­ 
stables, deputy constables and mot­ 
orcycle police. Clerks, bookkeepers 
and office workers, however, are not 
Included. 
If, when the new law becomes 
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effective, any peace officer Is phy­ 
sically disabled in a gun battle or 
otherwise, he may apply for a pen­ 
sion equal to one-half of his sal­ 
ary—provided the pension shall not 
be lean than $100 or more than $1B0 
per month. A similar pension will 
be available to any officer who has 
served 20 years or more at the time 
the act goes Into effect. 
Meetings of the county retire­ 
ment board shall be held quarterly, 
on the first Mondays of April, July, 
October and January, the bill speci­ 
fies, and the pension fund shall be 
held by the county treasurer. 
Any sheriff or county peace offi­ 
cer who la elected by popular vote 
will not be eligible to participate in 
the system during the term of of­ 
fice In which the act goes Into ef­ 
fect, It provides. However, he may 
elect to come under the act at the 
beginning of his next term in of­ 
fice.

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H E Chicago munici­ 
pal airport cost the 
citizens 
a 
lot 
of 
money, but they feel 
it was a good in­ 
vestment. 
A s the city became 
the hub of rail transportation 
with a train arriving or leaving 
every minute of the day or 
night it is now becoming die 
crossroads of the airways, with 
36 scheduled daily planes ar­ 
riving and departing every 24 
hours, carrying mail, express 
and 
passengers 
without 
fuss 
and just as part of the ordi­ 
nary routine of transportation. 
Some 
360 
acres 
on 
the 
southern edge of the city was 
secured 
for airport purposes. 
The Chicago Aero Commission 
pushed this project an d 'when 
the land was secured the com­ 
mission took half of it and had 
hundreds of thousands of tons 
of 
cinders 
collected 
and 
dumped thereon in the form of 
a great cartwheel. 
These were leveled off and 
rolled to form 200-foot run­ 
ways radiating in all directions 
from the center of the field and 
on these cinder paths ships can land and take off no matter in 
what direction the wind is blowing or how wet the weather. 
Flood lights, direction lights, wind lights, and landing lights 
were installed and a supervisor was placed in charge. 
That 
was an airport all ready for business. 
The business came so 
fast it simply swamped the port. 
Less than two years old, although it was built to care for 
the needs of the next flying generation, the Chicago airport 
is already running to capacity and may cause a serious skyjam 
any day. 
Within a month it anticipates as many as 2000 airplane 
takeoffs, an equal number of landings, and some 1800 air 
passengers rising and alighting every month. 
The remainder of 
the land acquired is now being developed to double the air­ 
port’s capacity. 
Around the fringe of the airport space was leased by the city 
for the construction of hangars which the aero commission stipu­ 
lated must be of a certain size and of steel and brick construc­ 
tion. 
Thirteen giant hangars were built by corporations operating 
airways. Now hangar space is at a premium. Owners of the big 
hangars rent out space to visiting ships in the same manner that 
a garage rents overnight space to a tourist for his automobile. 
At the close of last year there were 327 men and women on 
the payrolls at the Chicago airport. 
These included ground 
forces, mechanics, designers, engine experts, dispatchers, pilots, 
superintendents and others employed on the field and in the 
various hangars of the airway companies located at the port. 
This number does not include employes in downtown offices 
of the airways.

cigaret and steps aboard. 
On the dot he 
speeds up the motors and the ship begins to 
taxi down the runway, gathers speed, 
soars away without a jolt 
lathers speed, and 
or bounce of its 
passengers. 
Always the last vehicle to approach the 
departing ship or the first to dash toward the 
arriving ship is the airmail truck, for it is the 
airmail that keeps the airway operators from 
going broke. 
No passengers may appear for 
certain scheduled planes but there is always a 
load of airmail to be hauled, and although 
the government has cut the price of airmail 
postage it has not cut the pay it gives the 
contractors who haul the airmail through the 
skies. 
In December more than 200.000 
pounds of airmail cleared through the Chi­ 
cago airport. 
H(

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R A F F IC regulations have been fixed by the aero commis­ 
sion and authority is vested in the port superintendent. He, 
of necessity, has installed what is the nation’s first air 
traffic cop. The cop is an official armed with a large red flag 
and a large black and white checkered flag and he stands 
where all the runways converge regulating departures and ar­ 
rivals. 
When planes arrive they are all required to circle over the 
field to notify the air traffic cop of their presence. If he is ready 
for them to land he waves the checkered flag and indicates the 
runway on which they are to descend. 
If he is not ready for 
them to come to earth he waves the red flag and they must 
remain in the air. 
The same signals are necessary for planes 
which have been warmed up and are ready to take off. 
These precautions are necessary because frequently two or 
more planes arrive over the field from different points simultane­ 
ously and wish to land. 
If they should swoop down on the 
runways at the same instant or just as a plane was rising from 
the ground there might be a serious crash. 
Every concievable precaution is taken against crashes. Every 
obstruction or wire within a mile of the port is outlined in warn­ 
ing red lights at night and no planes are allowed to come down 
after dark until all the flood and direction lights are gleaming. 
Also no stunting is ever permitted over the port or any flying 
by inexperienced or unlicensed pilots. 
The result is that there 
has never been a fatality at the field. 
The airport, because of Chicago's location near the center of 
tm nation and at the foot of Lake Michigan, is actually a sort 
of Grand Central station of the airways. 
There is heavy sky 
traffic in all directions and the beaconed airways for night flying 
extend from it south to Dallas. Texas; west to the Pacific;

the heaviest airmail run in the nation. 
National 
Air Transport also operates the trunk airway 
from Chicago down the Mississippi river valley 
and as far south as Texas, where mails are 
transferred at the Rio Grande to Mexican 
planes for shipment to Mexico City. 
Both day and night planes operate regularly 
over these great trunk airways and the traffic 
has reached considerable proportions so that 
larger and larger ships are constantly being 
galled for. 
Universal Airways runs a daily schedule ser­ 
vice between Chicago. Toledo and Cleveland. 
Interstate Airways runs daily scheduled planes 
with a dozen stops from Chicago to Atlanta, 
Georgia, where connections are made by air 
for other southern points. 
Robertson Airways operates a Chicago-St. 
Louis service. 
Embry-Riddle company ships 
take off twice daily for Indianapolis and Cin­ 
cinnati. 
The fare from Chicago to Indianapolis 
is $ 2 2 ; from Chicago to Cincinnati, $35. 
Northwest Airways have ships going north to 
S t Paul and the Stout Aircraft division of the 
Ford Motor Company runs the line between 
Chicago and Detroit. 
The Chicago-St. Paul 
trip costs $40, and the Chicago-Detroit trip 
costs $30. 
There are two planes a day on the 
Chicago-Minneapolis, Chicago-New York, Chi- 
cago-Texas and Chicago-San Francisco runs. 
All other passenger services offer one take-off 
a day. 
There are dozens of other lines and half a 
hundred sightseeing ships and 
air-taxis 
for 
charter that use the field and airport, but those 
mentioned are the chief lines operating on regu­ 
lar schedule. 


TOW the volume of airmail has in­ 
creased, particularly since the middle 
of last summer when the government 
reduced the rate to users of this fast service, 
is evident in the statistics. 
In January a year ago, there were 576 landings with 91,840 
pounds of mail. 
In March the landings had jumped to 1033 
and the volume of airmail to 101,408 pounds. 
And during the 
month of September there were 2627 landings with 192,957 
pounds of mail. 
Today 565,400 air miles a month are being flown by sched­ 
uled airplanes from the Chicago airport, which is more than 
from any airport in the world. 
More airmail is being carried 
from the Chicago airport than from any airport in the world. 
The only airport which exceeds the American crossroads of the 
air is the Templehofer port of Berlin, Germany, from which 
more air passengers depart each month than from Chicago. 
Chicago's airport, however, is not reserved for public carriers 
and airmail. 
A forecast of the future is seen in the fact that 
seven Chicago business houses already have their own planes 
which make the field headquarters. 
The Standard Oil Company of Indiana has a giant Ford ship 
ii uses to carry company officials over the big midwest territory 
in which it does business. 
A wholesale grocer has another plane 
fitted up as a flying grocery and sends it from Chicago all over 
the country on selling missions. 
Two other oil companies, a 
loofing company, a chain drug store, and a manufacturing com­ 
pany have found it to their advantage to own their own planes 
instead of chartering the ships. 
Two newspapers have their own planes for carrying re­ 
porters and photographers, while another newspaper last sum­ 
mer bought a plane and used it to circulate its editions.

menial service as the old time automobile without top or 
shelter for its passengers. 
Now practically all the machines 
using the airport are of the closed cabin variety and some of 
them are most luxuriously fitted out, with stewards who can 
serve sandwiches and similar light refreshments. 
Passengers walk up gangplanks to die cabin doors and at­ 
tendants usher them to softly cushioned seats beside wii 
that they can open and close. 
Porters load hand lu; 
aboard. 
In winter the cabins are heated bv devices utilizing die engine 
exhaust and during flights in the larger planes the passengers 
can get out of their chairs and stroll about the cabins. 
Practi­ 
cally all hardship has been removed from air travel on the trunk 
lines. 
Stand on the sidelines at the airport on an ordinary day and 
you see the ships wheeled out to the starting line and warmed up 
fifteen minutes before scheduled take-off time. Passengers arrive 
by bus and taxi bearing their tickets and are shown to their 
places as the ground crews inspect and test the ships. 
A few 
minutes before departure the pilot comes out of the weather 
office, where he has been studying the latest telegraphic flashes 
on winds and visibility along his route, takes a last puff on his 
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N common with all metropolitan airports, die Chicago munic­ 
ipal airport, as well as the score of other minor air fields 
encircling the city, hamper the development of aviation by 
being nearly an hour by automobile away from the downtown 
district where traffic originates. 
This causes travelers making trips of less than 400 or 500 
miles to favor trains over planes because most of the time they 
save by flying from city to city, they lose going from the down­ 
town district of their starting point to an airport, and then going 
from an airport to the business district at their destination. 
It takes only two and a half hours to fly from Detroit to 
Chicago, but it takes an hour to get from downtown Detroit 
to the airport, and the same time to get downtown after landing 
in Chicago. 
However, the Chicago aero commission has seen how trade 
developed for its present airport and looking toward die future 
has secured the approval of the city for spending approximately 
$10,000,000 to seize a unique opportunity to get what is prac­ 
tically a downtown airport. 
Chicago plans to build a man­ 
made island in Lake Michigan just off the downtown district 
This island, connected by bridge to Michigan avenue, wilj be 
only IO minutes ride bv taxi from LaSalle street or Michigan 
avenue and will permit both land and seaplanes to land so mat 
passengers will be practically at their actual destination or at 
least as near it as the trains now land their passengers. 
When this island airport is in operation, it is believed drat 
thousands of train and bus patrons will take to the air. 
The government is also considering plans for a separate 
downtown airport exclusively for the use of airmail. 
Uncle 
Sam is building a gigantic new central postoffice here which 
will occupy two entire blocks in the railroad terminal district 
The roof pf this building will have an area of six acres, con­ 
sidered sufficient for mail planes to land upon and take off from, 
so that rapid changes can be made of incoming train mail to 
airmail and incoming airmail to train mail.
